Aid.  Sargent  Withdraws  From 
Finance  Committee  Owing  to 
Appointment  of  Aid.  Andros 
to  Chairmanship 


PARIS,  Jan.  24. — What  is  considered  one  of  the  most  important 
sessions  of  Allied  conferees  since  the  Paris  conference  out  of  which 
jrew  the  Treaty  of  Versailles,  was  begun  here  today  in  the  clock 
room  of  the  Foreign  ODice.  Attended  by  representatives  of  Great 
Britaiiit  France,  Italy,  Belgium  and  Japan,  the  conference  opened 
with  the  same  setting  and  with  the  same  lack  of  pomp  that  marlced 
the  original  meetings  of  the  peace  conference  heads.  The  horseshoe 
tabic  was  sot  exactly  as  for  the  former  meeting,  only  that  instead  of 
Oeorges  Clemenceau  in  the  chair  of  the  presiding  otticer,  Aristide 
Briand,  the  French  Premier,  occupied  the  place,  with  Mr.  Lloyd  George 
at  his  right,  the  place  formerly  held  by  President  Wilson. 

The  deliberations,  which  at  the  outset  dealt  solely  with  the  ques- 
tion of  .German  disarmament,  but  later  were  to  include  the  highly 
important  issue  ot  German  reparations,  the  form  and  manner  of  their 
payment,  WERrCdRduCf^  In  the  strictest  secrecy,  the  orticiais  of  the 
French  Foreign  Oilice  receiving  instructions  to  have  nothing  what- 
ever to  say  to  the  newspapermen.  It  was  announced  that  an  otTicial 
communique  would  he  issued  after  each  session,  but  that  given  out 
after  the  lirst  session  today,  which  began  at  11:^0  a.m.  and  con- 
cluded at  1  p.m.,  revealed  nothing  beyond  the  fact  that  Premier  Briand 
weleomed  the  delejrttes  and  that  dtsarmtffient  wai  to  be  considered.

InstltutlnR  the  fix- 
ing of  prices  and  the  purchase  of  raw 
material.

It  happened  disarmament  was  thus 
forced  upon  the  attention  of  Congress 
at  the  time  the  eommitteea  of  the  two 
Housea  were  engaged  In  drafting  tha 
great  ^annual  army  and  navy  appro- 
prtotion  bilto.

"Aa  repreaentat  U  ea  of  one  of  the 
basic  Industries  moat  esMentlal  to  the 
commercial  prosperity  of  thla  Prov- 
ince which  would  benefit  by  aiteh  an 
ordar-la*couaeU  baias  paaaa^  wa 
would  aubmlt  that  at  .  praaaat  tho 
dklaoa  eannara  hava  on  head  about 
TIO.OOO  catea  of  canned  aalmon  for 
which  there  exl.xtn  a  nmrkei  jti  Franco 
and  other  countrlea  front  which  pur- 
chaaea  will  have  to  ba  mada j[|adar  tha 
moderation  act.
